SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video advertising material entitled First Time Broken 2 is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

This is because it tends to promote and support acts of torture and the infliction of 
extreme violence. A male is illustrated in a state of bondage and is described in 
express terms as being beaten and tortured. Being advertising material, the leaflet is 
produced with the express intention of enticing an audience to appeal to that 
behaviour. This is achieved by the use of salacious description of violent activity. 

The availability of material which tends to promote and support acts of torture and the 
infliction of extreme violence is deemed objectionable under the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. In this instance, this classification overrides the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
